He said sclenllsta at Stanford 
ilvenlly imder the dirtcUon of Dr. 
Hubert S. Lorlng recently had been 
about 80 per cent successful In 
purifying the polio vlnu and that 
they believe It U probably protein 
In character and one of the smallest 
oTKanlsms ever studied. 

He said great strides hod been 
made In treatment. Includh^g

With this treatment, he said, 
"physicians report that three out 
ot every four cases o( infantile 
paralysis can recover without any 
handicap."

THE PEOPLE HAVE TIEEN WARNED 
Communism has become a. much moro se- 
rious problem In this country than mMt peo- 
ple realize. In fact there was nlmost a major 
eruption of communistic radlenlism over the 
Wallace issue. 

Thousands of those In .-iympathy with com- 
munism hissed and booed America's determi- 
nation to follow the policy which Secretary 
of State Byrnes ha.*; so clearly defined In 
peace noRotlntlons with Russln. It Is cosy to 
understand why they prefer appeasement of 
Russia as propo.ied by Wallace, rather than 
the "lirm" policy upon which Secretary 
Byrnes and the American Bovernmcnt are 
affreed. 

Many Americans refuse to become alarmed 
over the spread of communism In the United 
States. A good many of them are Just nat- 
urally complacent. Others do not believe 
communism has made enough headway to 
cause any concern. And still others contend 
that most of the talk about communism In 
this country is nothing more than political 
propaganda. 

But the FBI knows different. So do our 
representatives In congress who have seen 
ample evidence of communism's rapid growth 
In this country. In fact there are dozens of 
communistic organizations with thousands of 
members. No longer do they attempt to con- 
ceal their Identity. Instead they work openly 
and defiantly In their efforts to undermine 
our democracy. 

The Times-News and nearly all the other 
dally newspapers In the United States have 
warned the people repeatedly that this 
spread of communism Is not only real, but 
dongerous. But the people of this vicinity are 
pretty much like those throughout the coun- 
try. It's going to take a few more flare-ups 
like the Wallace episode to make them realize 
there Is something rotten In this country — 
that a sinister Influence Is behind It all. 

The Scripps-Howard newspapers have 
made It clear to their millions of readers In 
the United States that the "communist fifth 
column" Is a "national menace." 

"America has no Quarroi with Ru.s."ilan com- 
munists," this great newspaper chain warns 
Its readers. "If Russia wants communism, 
that is none of our business. But we warn 
against International communists within our 
own country — men who call themselves 
Americans, but take their orders from Mos- 
cow. Men who serve foreign masters — yet 
spread their poison In our labor union.s, po- 
litical parties, schools, even our homes. 

"Think as you read these facts. An inform- 
ed and unified public opinion Is the ONLY 
force strong enough to protect America 
against these peddlers of subversive foreign 
Ideals, these saboteurs of American dcmoc- 
■ racy. And public opinion Is YOU— multiplied 
by millions." 

Idaho, It would seem, has o particularly 
good reason for becoming alarmed about this 
blight that Is spreading over the nation. 

When a crowd of 10.000 "hot-hcad.i" in New 
York boos men like Secretary of State Byrnes, 
and then Joins in cheering for Stalin. Wal- 
lace, and V. S. Senotor Glen Taylor, we should 
realize that we arc playing right into the 
communists' slimy hands. 

It's almost Impossible to believe that the 
people of Idaho would be gullible enough to 
accept some foreign Ideology In preference to 
the type of citizenship this coufKry affords 
- them. 

But bo that' as It may, thoy never can say 
they were not warned. 



HUMAN GESTURE 

Big corporations are traditionally pictured 
as soulless. But the action of the A. It P. chain 
store management In New York during the 
trucking strike seems at odds with this time- 
honored portrait. 

When, as a result of the .-itrike, the chain's 
500 New York stores had to close because of 
lack of supplies, the 8.000 employes were In- 
formed that they would be paid In full for 
the duration of the shutdown, since they were 
not to blame for the closing and shouldn't be 
penalized. 

Certainly this was no more than Just. But It 
seems a rather kindly and human gesture, 
too. Incidentally, the gesture cost the com- 
pany something like $400,000 a week— which 
Isn't hay, even for a rich corporation. 



EXTERMINATORS' CHOICE 
Just when It seemed the weapon to be em- 
ployed—when and If— in the extermination 
of humanity would certainly bo the atomic 
bomb, an American scientist revealed at a 
Schenectady forum that It Isn't ncces-iarlly 
so. The United States developed during the 
War a super-poison so deadly that one ounce 
of It could kill every person In the United 
States and Canada, said Dr. Gerald Wendt. 
editorial director of Science Illustrated. 

AH things considered, perhaps we'd bettor 
Inatmct, Secretary Byrnes and his associates 
to go on about their peace-making business 
with. If possible, eyen a little more eamest-

The day lollowliig, nn ottlclal ot a private uUllty 
In Orefion Issued a ntatement sliowlnR Ihul the con- 
gre-Mnian. to put It mildly, had his fljiures curlou.ily 
confused. Rates In the Pacific northwest actually 
avcrnfie a Irllle lower than In the TVA region. And, 
on top ot that, the private utilities In OrcKon and 
Washington pay cnormou,s auma In taxes, whllo tho 
TVA pays practically nothing. 

Regardless ot these statistical debates, it's amailng 
that anyone should get In a sweat nbout the cost of 
electricity ot this Umc. Blneo prewar days, tho general 
cMt ot living haa adx-nnced in the neighborhood of 
50 per cent— and aome sun'eya show n considerably 
higher Increase, By comparison the cost of electricity 
has actually gone down. Tliat Is true ot no other 
commonly used commodity— and ot extremely few 
services. 

The plain truth Is tlint. In these daya ot Inflated 
prices, you could hardly find tlic electric bill In the 
nvcraijo family budget. It's one ot thoie mlnuscular 
Hems ot expense, like garbage servlcr and water, 
which amount to next to nothing. U power were 
abo.ilutely tree, tho conaumnr wouldn't save enough 
to pay the average fomlly'a tobacco bill. 

AU tills talk about power Isn't honestly based on 
rntui. That^ Just the obvious camouflage. It's based 
Instead on the poUtlcal desire to socialise the industry. 
It's part of tile long-pull campaign apalnst freo 
enterprise and the American way ot doing thlng.s, 
Tho recent blast by the congressman Is Ju.it one more 
example ot the ridiculous lengths to which some 
politicians win go.— Pocatello Tribune.
